Wrists Here; 

Found Waiting To Die On 

* Mt. Wilson Trail Near 

Orchard Camp 

Aged far beyond his 58 years, 
ill and despondent becau.se he 
had been unemployed for two 
seemingly hopeless years, a man 
was discovered lying on the Mt 
Wilson Trail Friday with hi.s 
wrists slashed, and waiting to 
die. 

Identified as C. E. Ware, of 1106 
West 67th street, Los Angeles 
the half conscious man was found 
by M. A. DeTemple, manager of 
Orchard Camp, at a point a mile 
and a half south of the camp. 

Questioned by Chief of Police 
McMillan at the Trail Inn, where 
he was taken to await an ambu¬ 
lance from the Los Angeles tJen- 
eral Hospital, Ware admitted he 
had attempted suicide by cutting 
the arteries in his wrists with 
a razor blade a week ago Sun¬ 
day. May 13. For five days he 
had pre.sumably wandered par¬ 
tially conscious, and crazed by 
pain and starvation until he had 
at last tried to climb into the 
mountains to die alone. His 
strength gave out. 

* The Bureau of Mi.ssing Persons 
found that the would-be suicide 
has a wife, who reported his dis¬ 
appearance May 13. He had left 

^ his wallet and what small jewelry 
he possessed at home when he 
left. Last employed as a track 
walker on the Los Angeles Rail¬ 
way lines. Ware had been out of . 
work .since 1932.

Former President Herbert Hoo¬ 
ver, arriving In Pasadena tomor¬ 
row afternoon, is expected to pay 
a flying visit to the Herbert 
Hoover .Juniors’ Sierra Madre 
home to see his grandchildren af¬ 
ter officiating at the Morris Dam 
dedicatory exercises at Pine Can¬ 
yon. 

Mr. Hoover will christen the 
structure "Morris Dam." It de¬ 
velops that Samuel B. Morris, 
chief engineer of Pasadena who 
has directeil the building of the 
dam, is a graduate of Stanford 
University, and was a mining en¬ 
gineering stuiient under Mr. Hoo 
ver’a tutelage at the Institution. 

Tomorrow water from the res¬ 
ervoir behind the dam will be 
turned into the conduit carrying 
water from the San Gabriel Can¬ 
yon to the Pasadena reservoirs 
. Mr. Hoover will unveil tablets 

* perpetuating the names of the 
engineers and planners of the 
project, and recording the fact.s 
concerning the huge concrete 
structure. The dam, one of the 
largest on the Pacific Coast, rises 
32.5 feet above bedrock, is 775 

long at the crest, and dams 
40,000 acre feet of water. The 
cost of buiUling, including the 
conduit, will amount to approxi¬ 
mately $7,500,000.

The City Council Wednesday 1 
night set June 4 as the deadline ' 
when property owners must have | 
their lots cleared of weeds and 
rubbish. At that time, the city > 
will be privileged to take over tho 
job of lot Cleaning, ami assess 
the cost against the owners —the 
cost to the property owner being 
much greater than if the work i.s ' 
done directly. 

Because of the unusually dry 
sea.son, and the re.sultant fire 
hazard, the Council decided to ^ 
take this early action. Normally I 
the annual weed ordinance is not 
passed until .some time in July, 
but forest officials as well as 
fire authorities have notified all 
foothill cities that extra precau¬ 
tions should be taken this year 

Fire Chief .W. D. Richards is¬ 
sued another plea to the' public 
this week for cooperation in fire 
prevention work. and again 
stressed the great ilanger that 
lurkes in the tinder-dry grease- 
wood, weeds and shrubbery, both 
in the foothills and in the city. 

In regard to public cooperation 
with the fire department at times 
when tho fire siren sounds. Chief 
Richards asks that the telephone , 
lines be kept clear for the use of ! 
the volunteer fire fighters. Ho 
states that as soon as the siren , 
blasts, curious people start phon¬ 
ing the City Hall to learn tho 
location of the blaze. As tho 
telephone is the only means the 
firemen have of di.scovering where 
the fire is .this carele.ss practice 
greatly handicaps the department 1 
in getting to tho scene of action, I 
and thus increa.ses the hazard to' 
the city at large. i 

Hundreds Protest 
Poor Collection 
Of City's Garbage ' 

Although the city’s pre.sent gar-i 
bilge collection contract has 18- 
more months to run. City Busi- | 
ness Manager Al .Myers says that 
there is a possibility of the con- | 
tract being broken if the service i 
is not greatly im|)roved in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Numerous communications and 
scores of personal and telephone 
complaints have been received in 
the City Hall recently protesting 
against' the irregular collections 
during the recent weeks. Com¬ 
plaints have stated that Saturday 
morning collections have been de¬ 
layed until Sunday evening, thus 
garbage cans and unsightly con¬ 
tainers have remained on the 
curbs of Central avenue and other 
main thoroughfares for an entire 
weekend when there is a constant 
stream of visiting cars througn 
the main thoroughfares 

Several ca.ses have also been 
reported where cans have been 
stolen as a result of late collec- 
I lions, and Canyon residents who 
I must carry garbage a long dis- 
I tance down the hillside to the 
I street complain bitterly that ir- 
] regular service causes them mud’ 
Inconvenience.

City Business Manager Al 
Myers will submit the City’s 
plans for completion of tho 
spreading grounds, flood control 
and water conservation project 
to the Los Angeles office of the 
SERA today, and it is expected 
that as the new plan was 
drawn in accordance with tho 
Federal and .State instructions 
under the revised setup, imme¬ 
diate action will be taken. 

Wednesday night the City 
Council formally okehd the pro¬ 
ject, under which .Sierra Madre 
will furnish $436.90 for materials 
and supervision, and the SERA 
will furnish $3,403.93 for labor 
The job is expected to provide 
30 men with 50 days work apiece. 

Several other matters were 
acted upon by the Council, in¬ 
cluding approval of a contract 
between the city and contractors 
on the Little Santa Anita Dam 
repair work which the county ex¬ 
pects to start soon. This contract 
provides that the city is not to 
be held responsible for any acci¬ 
dent occuring on city bridges or 
streets en route to the dam, an<l 
that any damage done to same 
by heavy hauling will be paid 
for by the dam contractors. 

Chief of Police Gordon McMii- 
lan reported that the police car 
and radio now in use by the po¬ 
lice department should be re¬ 
placed by more modern equip¬ 
ment, and that the car will have 
to be abondoned as unfit for 
duty.

Stating that Communism could i 
never gain a foothold in China, 
Dr. George R. Grose tom the 
Forum in the City Hall Tues¬ 
day night that centralization of i 
power in the great Oriental re¬ 
public would be an Impossibility. 
Having lived in China for 10 
years. Dr. Grose was formerly a 
bishop of the Methodist-Episcopal 
Church, and at present edits the 
religious page of a Pasadena 
newspaper. 

Poverty, misery and despair 
have been responsible for Com¬ 
munistic tendencies in certain 
Chinese provinces, he declared, 
but the real leaders of that coun¬ 
try advocate a Western civiliza¬ 
tion, and a simplification of the 
Chinese alphabet. 

‘ In China," the speaker said, 
"as in the United States, the new 
needs of the people amd the 
means to supply them constitute 
the only permanent answer to 
unemployment.’’ He said that 
while Japan has definite control 
of nearly all functions in Man- 
chukuo, for Japan to swallow 
China would be next to impgs- 
sible. 

Harold Carew, commenting on 
current events, quoted the state¬ 
ment of Homer Chaillaux, State 
American Legion Commander, to 
the effect that all radical pro- 
fe.ssors should be removed from 
the universities, and then asked 
who should be empowered to thus 
abrogate the constitutional right 
of freedom of speech. 

"Not the National Economy 
League," he protested, "not the 
Committee of the Nation; not 
the representatives of Big Busi- 
ne.ss who declared the Bonus 
Marchers went to Washington 
with evil in their hearts, not the 
Better America Federation, nor 
the D.A.R., who list as undesir¬ 
ables, women like Jane Adams 
and men like John Dewey . . . 
Who then?"

C ontradicting the general 

belief that electric cookery 
is slow. Miss Be.ss Galvin, 
home economist for the Hotpoint 
company, prepared and cooked a 
full course meal in 30 minutes at 
the Sierra Madre Woman's Club 
Wednesday morning, Thu demon¬ 
stration was made possible 
through the Sierra Madre Hard¬ 
ware company and Roberts Mar¬ 
ket. 

C. N. Willard, district managel 
for Hotpoint, demonstrated the 
electric range. He said ordinary 
heating facilities throw off a 
monoxide gas, which is injurious 
to health. The gas range in the 
average kitchen uses oxygen 
equal to that consumed by 16 
persons, he said. 

Miss Galvin’s dinner consisted 
of potatoes, carrots and cauli¬ 
flower. cooked in one utensil and 
each retaining its natural flavor; 
peas, beets, a roast of beef, 
spiced pears and a jelly roll. Very 
little water is needed in the prep 
aration of vegetables, thus re¬ 
taining the natural minerals and 
flavor. 

Miss Galvin for whom the Bess 
Meals, the leaflet of daily menus 
published weekly is named, gave 
tier audience the following recipe 
for the jelly roll, while she was 
preparing it; 

Beat 4 egg whites to a moist 
degree of stiffness; add 3^ cup 
sugar gradually to the egg 
whites. Beat 4 egg yolks, adding 
a teaspoon of vanilla. Add yolk 
mixture to egg whites. 

Sift together: a.* cup flour 
(which has been sifted before 
mea.suring) 1 teaspoon baking 
powder, and L teaspoon salt. 
Add this gradually to the egg 
mixture. Bake in shallow pan at 
400 degrees.

Executive Agrees On LegiS' 
lation Proposed But Balks 
At FJ \ t r a Session 


•Agreeing that some of the leg¬ 
islation .suggested by Assembly- 
man Frank G. Martin "should be 
enacted,” Governor Rolph never¬ 
theless has advised the legisla¬ 
tor that he is not going to call 
a special session of the Legisla¬ 
ture for that purpose. He con¬ 
siders it “inadvi.sable” because of 
the short time, intervening until 
the lawmakers meet in regular 
session. 

-Answering two letters ad- 
ilre.s.sed to the Governor in which 
Mr. Martin urged the Governor 
to convene the Legislature in ex¬ 
traordinary meeting, the execu¬ 
tive during his illness had his 
.secretary. Judge William A 
.Smith write the local Assembly- 
man, as follows: 

"The Governor believes that the 
legislation proposed by you. in- 
cliKiing the repeal of the law au¬ 
thorizing the .State Board of Con¬ 
trol to levy an ad valorem tax 
should be enacted. He believes, 
however, that by reason of the 
expense of an extraordinary ses¬ 
sion, the short time between the 
pre.sent date and the meeting of 
the next Legislature, and the fact 
that m.any members of the Sen¬ 
ate and .As.sembly will be en¬ 
acted in campaigning until the 
general election, it is inadvisable 
to call an extraordinary .ses.siou 
of the Legi.slature to consider 
the enactment of the laws sug¬ 
gested by you.” 

In his letters Assemblyman 
Martin urged the call of a special 
session to pass upon the follow¬ 
ing .subjects: Extension of 1933 
legislation affecting the delin¬ 
quent taxpayer: extension of the 
moratorium on mortgages and 
trust deeds: take from the State 
Board of Control the power to 
levy ad valorem taxes; legisla¬ 
tion to aid .State building and 
loan associations: consideration 
of unemployment relief measures. 

Commenting today upon Gov- 
eriuir Rolph's refu.sal to call a 
special session A.ssemblyman Mar¬ 
tin said: "It is some gratifica¬ 
tion to know that Governor 
Rolph approves of the legi.slation 
I propo.sed. I cannot agree with 
' his as to the merit of his reasons 
for not calling the special se.s- 
sion. The expense would be small 
compared to the enormous bene¬ 
fits to distrc.s.sed Californians. •As 
to being near the time for the 
next Legislation to convene, many 
many thou.sands will lose their 
homes between now and next 
January if they are not given 
the relief which only the Legis¬ 
lature could give. 

"Governor Roljjh’s word is fin¬ 
al in this, as the Legislature 
cannot meet in extra .session un- 
: less summoned by the Governor. 
With due respect to Governor 
Rolph, I sincerely regret that he 
has taken this attitude, in face 
of the fact that he admits the 
proposeil legislation is needed 
and should be enacted."
